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All passengers 
ferried to safety 
after plane lands 
In Ice-cold river

NEW YORK “It was intense. It was intense. ItbuVe 
got to give it to the pilot. He made a hell of a 
landing.” 

So said Jeff Kolodjay of Norwalk, Conn., a 
passenger on US Airways flight 1549, which 
plunged into the frigid Hudson River on 
Thursday afternoon in NewTbrk. 

But officials said rescuers pulled all 155 people 
on board into boats as the plane sank. There were 
no immediate reports of any serious injuries. 

Mayor Michael Bloomberg, an experienced 
pilot, said it appeared the pilot did “a masterful 
job of landing the plane in the river and then 
making sure everybody got out.” And Gov 
David Patterson pronounced it “a miracle on 
the Hudson.” 

The plane, an Airbus A320, went down 
minutes after takeoff from LaGuardia Airport 
for Charlotte. A collision with a flock of birds 
apparently knocked out both engines, and the 
plane splashed into the river near 48th Street in 
midtown Manhattan. 

“There were eyewitness reports the plane may 
have flown into a flock of birds,” said Federal 
Aviation Administration spokeswoman Laura 
Brown. “Right now we don’t have any indication 
this was anything other than an accident.” 

Kolodjay said he heard an explosion two or 
three minutes into the flight, looked out the left 
side of the aircraft and saw one of the engines 
on fire. 

“The captain said, ‘Brace for impact because 
we’re going down,’ ” Kolodjay said. He said 
passengers put their heads in their laps and 
started praying. He said the plane hit the water 
pretty hard, but he was fine. 

Passenger Alberto Panero told CNN: “Wow! 
And thank the Lord and thank the pilot. I can’t 
believe he somehow managed to land that plane 
safely” 

The plane was submerged in the icy waters up 
to the windows when rescuers in police and Coast 
Guard vessels and ferry boats arrived, opened 
the door and pulled passengers in yellow life 
vests from the aircraft, whose fuselage appeared 
intact. The plane was sinking in the near-freezing 
water on one of the coldest days of the year, with 
the mercury around 20 degrees. 

Police divers rescued a few people from the 
water, Bloomberg said. Other passengers were 
able to walk out onto the wings, then onto rescue 
boats. 

Paramedics treated at least 78 patients, fire 
officials said. The Coast Guard said it rescued 
35 people who were immersed in the cold water

and ferried them to shore. Most were sent to 
hospitals. No information was released on their 
condition. 

One rescuer, who would give only his first 
name, Jim, was on the first ferry to reach the 
jetliner. 

“They were pretty calm,” he said of the 
passengers. “They just wanted to get out of the 
water. Everybody looked like they were in pretty 


good shape. They were thanking us. We were just 
worried about getting them on the boat.” 

Witnesses said the pilot appeared to guide the 
plane down. 

“I see a commercial airliner coming down, 
looking like it’s landing right in the water,” said 
Bob Read, who saw it from his office at TV 
newsmagazine “Inside Edition.” “This looked 
like a controlled descent.” 

The pilot reported a “double bird strike” 
less than a minute after taking off, said Doug 
Church, a spokesman for the National Air 
Traffic Controllers Union. The controller sent 
the aircraft back toward LaGuardia, but the 
pilot saw an airport below him and asked what 
it was. Church said. It was Teterboro Airport in 
New Jersey, and the pilot asked to land there. 
Church said. 

The instruction to land at Teterboro was the 
last communication with the plane before it 
went into the river. Church said. 

Joe Mazzone, a retired Delta Air Lines pilot, 
said it is not unusual for birds to strike planes. 
In fact, he said, when planes get ready to take 
off, if there are birds in the area, the tower will 
alert the crew. 

In the rare cases in which birds get sucked 
into an engine, “they literally just choke out 
the engine and it quits,” Mazzone said. l.a. times

Zero would be warm 

A windchill warning for most of the Chicago region will expire 
at noon Friday as the city and suburbs are coping with the most 
bitter cold in almost 13 years.

suffering the coldest temperatures. 

At 5 p.m. it was 9 degrees below zero and the windchill 
was minus 31 at both Midway and O’Hare.

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Lawyer charged with smuggling

A criminal defense attorney was arrested and 
charged with smuggling marijuana to inmates 
in the Cook County Criminal Courts Building, 
authorities said Thursday 
Dave Compton, 6i, a lawyer since 1991, 
was arrested Wednesday after he delivered 30 
grams of marijuana to an undercover sheriff’s 
employee posing as an inmate. Cook County 
Assistant State’s Atty Russ Baker said. 


After his arrest, Compton admitted to 
smuggling marijuana to inmates on five occa- 
sions and said he was paid $250 each time. 
The deliveries were made while inmates 
were in holding cells inside the courthouse at 
26th Street and California Avenue, authori- 
ties said. 

At a bond hearing Thursday, Compton was 
ordered held in lieu of $75,000 bail on charges of 
possession of cannabis, delivery of cannabis and 


bringing contraband into a penal institution. 

Authorities learned of the smuggling after 
an inmate was caught with marijuana and 
implicated the girlfriend of another inmate. 
The girlfriend then implicated Compton, 
authorities said. 

Authorities then set up a sting operation 
Wednesday involving the girlfriend, who wore 
a hidden recorder, and the undercover sheriff’s 
employee posing as an inmate.

Hammond boy licks frozen pole, gets stuck

Acting on a friend’s dare — no word if it was the 
dreaded Triple Dog— a 10 -year-old Hammond 
boy stuck his tongue on a frozen metal pole 
Wednesday night in a scene straight from 
the 1982 growing-up-in-Hammond classic, ‘A 
Christmas Story” 

The boy got himself unstuck, police said, 
and walked, tongue bleeding, with his friend 
into Shortstops Bar & Grill, where workers 
gave him a clean towel to help staunch the 
bleeding, said Sherry Huber, a bartender there. 


A cook comforted the child until paramedics 
and the boy’s parents arrived. 

“Tell the kid— I feel bad for you,” said Scott 
Schwartz, the actor who played Flick in the 
film’s iconic flagpole scene. “Didn’t he see the 
movie? Did he not see the pain involved?” 

Schwartz, now 40 and living in California, 
said the flagpole scene actually was shot (in 
St. Catherines, Ontario) using a plastic pole 
with a hole cut out for his tongue, which was 
held in place by suction from a motor buried 
underneath. 


“It was just like a vacuum— there was no 
pain,” he said in a phone interview. 

Nearly 30,000 people recently viewed an 
animatronic version of that scene at the Indiana 
Welcome Center in Hammond, said Erika 
Scheeringa, public relations director for the 
Lake County Convention and Visitors Bureau. 

Schwartz remains surprised by the film’s 
reach. 

“Here we are 25-plus years later and kids are 
still doing it,” he said. “Go out and get a pink 
bunny suit— don’t do the flagpole!” 


Gang leader 
sentenced 

A Gangster Disciples leader who 
sold crack cocaine has been 
sentenced in federal court in 
Chicago to more than 27 years 
in prison. Danny Mitchell, 31, 
of Chicago pleaded guilty last 
summer to conspiring to sell 
crack with the help of gang 
members. Mitchell’s Englewood 
organization was taken down in 
2006 after he traded crack for 
handguns from an undercover 
agent with the U.S. Bureau of 
Alcohol, Tobacco, Firearms and 
Explosives. 

Report: Copter 
flew too low 

The pilot of an emergency 
medical helicopter that struck 
a radio tower in Aurora three 
months ago was flying several 
hundred feet lower than he 
should have been during night 
operations under his company’s 
flight standards, according 
to an accident investigation 
update released Thursday. All 
four people on board-the pilot, 
the 14-month-old patient he 
was transporting, a nurse and 
a para medic- were killed in the 
Oct. 15 crash of the helicopter, 
which was en route from 
Sandwich to Chicago. 

Bankruptcy 
hurdle passed 

Tribune Co. passed an early 
hurdle in its Chapter 11 
bankruptcy case Thursday 
when a U.S. bankruptcy judge 
signed a motion authorizing 
the continuation of a short- 
term financing facility worth

Homicides 
climb in *08 

Last year was especially deadly for Chicago, 
with more than 500 people slain In the city

A grim fact: Chicago is no Second City when it comes to murder. 

Our city logged 510 homicides in 2008, according to Chicago Police Department data 
released Thursday to RedEye, That number places Chicago narrowly behind Newark City 
which posted 522 murders last year. But consider us No, i when you take into account homi- 
cides per capita, 

Chicago homicides increased nearly 15 percent from 2007 to 2008, A murder was 
logged in each of the cit/s 25 police districts, but much of this violence was concen- 
trated on the South and Wfest Sides, 

“We’re targeting some of those areas hardest hit with a mobilized strike force and a new 
gang enforcement unit,” police spokeswoman Monique Bond said. The gang enforcement 
unit was deployed at the end of December, Bond said, 

Chicago police Supt, Jody ^?C^is plans to hold a news conference Friday at 2 p,m, to discuss 
the crime data. 

Most of the homicides were shooting deaths, and many were related to gang activity. 
Firearms accounted for nearly 81 percent of homicides last year. Bond said, 

July appears to be the deadliest month of 2008, More than 60 homicides were recorded 
that month, while most other months saw between 35 and 50 murders. One person was 
killed after shootings following the Taste of Chicago fireworks show on July 3, 

In one particularly deadly hour near the end of July, three men died in three sepa- 
rate shootings in the Austin neighborhood. 

The West Pullman area also saw several shooting deaths in July, and a 9 -year-old 
girl was stabbed to death mid-month in Auburn Gresham, 

Amid this violence, Weis felt the heat from aldermen, who complained about 
the increase in crime. Meanwhile, Gov Blagojevich offered to deploy Illinois 
State Police, 

But crime didn’t cool, and Chicago’s crime problems again were thrust 
into the spotlight in October with the deaths of singer Jennifer Hudson’s 
mother, brother and nephew on the South Side, Hudson’s estranged 
brother-in-law, William Balfour, has been charged in the three kill- 
ings. 

Overall, there were 18 cases of multiple murders last year. 
Bond said, which is “slightly higher than what it has been 
in past years,” 

“The bottom line is there are too many guns on 
the street,” Bond said, “The proliferation of guns in the 
wrong hands is fueling a lot of the violence,”

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Sox not Immune* 
to slumping economy

All winter, White Sox General Manager Ken 
Williams has been denying rumors he would 
trade for infielders Michael ^bung of the 
Rangers or Brian Roberts of the Orioles, 
While either of those moves would make 
sense, it most likely is dollars and cents that 
has led to the rumors being unfulfilled, %ung 
is owed $6o million for the next five years, and 
Roberts will make $8 million heading into free

When the news broke that the White Sox 
would sign Bartolo Colon to shore up an iffy- 
ended starting rotation, one e-mader wondered 
sarcastically: 

“That’s our big move? Backward? I’ve been 
looking forward to spring for this?” 

Basically, the Sox replaced the relatively 
guaranteed victories of Javier Vazquez— who 
was traded to Atlanta for catching prospect 
Tyler Flowers, infielder Brent LiHibridge and 
others— for the “what-if” of Colon, 

Vazquez was 38-36 for the Sox the last three 
seasons while pitching 627V3 innings. In the 
same span Colon was 11-15 in 194V3 innings. 

Yet it was the potential that comes with the 
2005 Cy Tbung Award winner, who turns 36 
in May, that has Sox brass hoping they spent 
$i million (and up to three times that with 
incentives) wisely 

“Everyone knows what Bartolo can do when 
he’s healthy and, with all the {medical] infor- 
mation, we just felt he was on the other {side] 
of his {injury] issues that derailed him the last 
few years,” Williams said. 

Colon has been through arm problems and 
was sidelined much of last season with back 
problems. He also is listed, probably kindly, 
at 250 pounds. But the Sox know they have 




be surpassed this year. Fourteen players are tak- 
ing up about $85 million. 

Economics is why Jermaine E)ye’s name 
keeps popping up. He is owed $11,5 million 
and has an option for $12 million next year. So 
trading E)ye, or someone else, likely would be a 
dollar-for-dollar exchange, 

“That’s fair to say,” Williams said, “Fortunately 
we’re not in a position where I have to, because 
of economics, move any of our players right 
now I have not aggressively been pushing any 
of our players or pushing any kind of deals, but 
people have inquired about our players and, as 
always, I will listen,” 

Williams still would like to add pitching and 
perhaps one more veteran position player, and 
he has been creative in doing so in the past. 
When asked if he stiU had more work to do 
before spring training opens, he replied: 

“That is an open-ended question. Seemingly, 
there’s always one more move to make,”

Like many modern musicians, local quartet Cavashawn 
relies heavily on the Internet to get its name out. Unlike 
most, however, the band approaches its online strategy 
as relentlessly as a competitive eater bearing down on a 
platter of chicken wings. 

Erontman Scott Salmon typically spends the first cou- 
ple hours of each day fashioning responses to accumulated 
MySpace messages (the group now has in excess of 29,000 
“friends” on the social networking site). 

“We try to make it personal with our fans,” said Salmon, 
phoning in from California, where the band spent a week 
earlier this month recording tracks for a forthcoming EP. 
“I’ll look on their profile to see what their interests are 
and try to mention something about that in my response. 
{The Internet} gives us the ability to communicate quick- 
ly and directly” 

Even when Cavashawn hits the road its fans remain in 
the loop, receiving frequent Twitter updates on every- 
thing from the group’s geographic location to its love of 
In-N-Out Burger. Indeed, the crew is so reliant on the 
Web that it’s little surprise to hear that the band mem- 
bers work side jobs in data entry whenever they need an 
influx of cash. 

Otherwise, the four musicians, who moved to Chicago 
together in 2002 after graduating from Miami University 
in Oxford, Ohio, dedicate virtually all of their time to 
rehearsing and touring, cramming themselves into a 
three-bedroom apartment in Albany Park to keep living 
costs to a minimum. 

“{Cavashawn} is a full-time job,” Salmon said. “If we’re 
not playing shows, we’re in our {Ukranian Village} prac- 
tice space 40 hours a week.” 

With all that time spent in close proximity— both at 
home and at rehearsal— it helps that the band members 
get along like brothers. 

Initially, the four bonded over their love of the bands 
they discovered while raiding their parents’ record col- 
lections— the Beatles, Steely Dan and the Rolling Stones 
chief among them. 

Once the group progressed to writing its own material, 
steeped in heartfelt lyrics and poppy guitar hooks, things 
gelled rather quickly 

“They may not have been the greatest songs at first,” 
Salmon said. “But even in those early days we knew it was 
the start of something.”

Feud to the finish 

Newsday 

The feud between the East and West Coast rap scenes in the 
mid-1990s culminated with the murders of Notorious B.LG, 
and Tupac Shakur, arguably two of the greatest rappers. 

The Brooklyn-born Biggie and the Harlem-born Shakur 
enjoyed a casual friendship until Nov 30, 1994, when Shakur 
was shot five times while entering Manhattan’s Quad Recording 
Studios, (In the film’s version of events, Biggie and Sean Combs 
were upstairs working at the time,) 

Shakur survived the ambush, and in an interview with Vibe 
magazine the following year, he implicated the two men. 

In 1995, Shakur entered prison on sexual abuse charges 
but was released on appeal with a $1,4 million bond paid by 
Marion “Suge” Knight, CEO of Death Row Records, based 
in L,A, In return, Shakur signed to the label. The coastal feud 
was on. 

What followed was a series of verbal jabs (Knight poked fun 
at Combs during an awards show) and out- 
right violence (Shakur ’s onetime friem 
Randy “Stretch” Walker was shot and 
killed in Queens), 

Biggie’s song “Who Shot Ya?” fueled 
the fire, though its release actually pre- 
ceded Shakur’s shooting; Shakur later 
released a single in which he boasted of 
sleeping with Biggie’s wife. 

After Shakur was killed in a drive-by 
shooting in Las Vegas on Sept, 7, 1996, sus- 
picion fell on Biggie and his crew On M 
9, 1997, Biggie was gunned down in 
L, A, in much the same way. Both 
crimes remain unsolved.

Jennifer Beals was on a mission. 

On Wednesda}^ she entered the hotel room 
for an interview asking, “May I take your pic- 
ture?” 

After snapping a few photos, the accom- 
plished actress and photographer asked to 
move the interview to her holding suite at the 
Universal City, Calif, hotel where the show’s 
cast was doing interviews. She had another 
camera set up in the suite to catch the sunset 
over the San Gabriel Mountains. 

When “The L Word” star and Chicago 
native got her shots, she sat down to talk. 

“The L Word,” about a group of lesbian 
friends in L.A., begins its sixth and final 
season at 8 p.m. Sunday on Showtime. Beals 
plays Bette Porter, a powerful art dealer who 
recently has reunited with her ex-girlfriend, 
Tina Kennard (Laurel Holloman), who is the 
biological mother of their child. Bette’s the 
alpha dog in everyway 

Beals says she’s loved every second of “The 
LWord.” 

“The first thing that comes to mind is being 
part of a story that has been helpful to so many 
people,” Beals said. ‘And then, of course, it’s 
just so much fun to play the alpha— and have 
the writing to play the alpha. For me, at least 
in my own life, when I go to be bossy or tell 
somebody off, I don’t often have the words. ... 
It’s very hard to channel my inner Bette.” 

Beals and Bette are similar in that they are 
both biracial— Beals is the offspring of an 
African-American father, who died when she 
was lo, and a white mother.

“I don’t think it ever stops,” said Beals, who 
attended the Francis W Parker School. “It’s 
just the way you approach it, and I don’t think 
it’s always a bad thing. I think in some ways, 
it’s really helpful because you can see things 
differently Yju see the inside and the outside 
at the same time.” 

Although Beals isn’t gay, she has become an 
advocate for gay rights. That, along with her 
tremendously popular storyline, has afforded 
her more stardom than she perhaps experi- 
enced playing Alex Owens, the ripped-sweat- 
shirt-wearing welder in “Flashdance.” 

Her onscreen “L Word” romance with 
Holloman’s Tina character has been so 
embraced by fans that a Web site, tibette.com, 
is dedicated to the characters. 

Beals, 45, is unsure of her next professional 
move. She’s content to take some time off 
and work on her “LWord” photo book. She 
also plans to be in Washington on Tuesday for 
Barack Obama’s inauguration. 

Finding a gig as cool as “The LWord,” how- 
ever, will be tough. 

“I think what will be the most difficult 
thing to do is to find something that is writ- 
ten well and that is as helpful as this has been 
to so many people. I think that’s very rare for 
a show,” Beals said. “The kinds of letters that 
we get — I don’t think you would get on most 
television shows.”
